I am not aſhamed to own 
to you and all the World, that I am acquainted 
with a few Jews, that I would truſt with 


my Life and Fortune, knowing them to be 


honeſt and humane Men. Did you not 
read the Account of Mr, Mendez, who left 
Money to poor Chriſtians to be laid out in 
Bibles, mentioning in his Will, that we were 
all the Children of one God? Is not his Chari- 
ty worthy of Imitation ? 


That there cannot but be an Enmity be- 


tween Chriſtians and Jes, as Things now 


ſtand, is certain ; for there is no Doubt but 


that their Children are taught to hate Chri- 


ſtians, as our Parents taught us to hate Jews: 


I am afraid ours is more general. Roman

| You ſee this * Apoſtle, though ſent to 
the Gentiles, ſuch as you and 1 (for ſome

Again, mark what he ſays 1 Corinthians 
Chap. ii. Ver, 7, and 8. We ſpeak the Wiſ⸗ 
dom of God in a Myſtery, even the hidden 
© Wiſdom which God ordained before the 
World unto our Glory; which none of the 
© Princes of this World knew ;* For had they 
known it, they would not have crucified the 
Lord of Glory, Theſe are moſt remarkable

This Text has many times occurred to my 


Memory, when I have heard falſe Chriſtians 


(as all are who do not depart from Iniquity) 
to curſe and damn the Few/p Race (as we

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ſay) by wholeſale. How diametrically op- 
poſite is this to the Spirit of our great Laws 
giver, who hath poſitively commanded us to 
love our Enemies, and pray for them who 
deſpitefully uſe us! WT 


Io reconcile the Decrees of God in this, 
or indeed in other reſpects, we cannot; but 


1 conceived we may ſafely ſay from the holy 


Scriptures, that they were inſtrumental to 
bring about our Salvation. For we find in 
Acts ii. Verſe 23. theſe moſt remarkable 
Words; Him, being delivered by the de- 
terminate Counſel and Foreknowledge of
